S.R.O. 10.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Ministry of Defence, Security Officer (Senior Reception Officer and Junior 
Reception Officer) Recruitnient Rules, 2002, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Ministry of Defence, Security Officer (Junior Reception Officer) Recruitment 
Amendment Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to Ministry of Defence, Security Office (Senior Receptions Officer and Junior Reception 
Officer) Recruitment Rules, 2002, against serial number 2 relating to the post of Junior Reception Officer. 

(a) for the existing entries in column 10 the following entries shall be substituted, namely : 

“Two years for Direct Recruits”. 

(b) for the existing entries in column 11 the following entries shall be substituted, namely : 

“By deputation or absorption failing which by direct recruitment” 

(c) for the existing entries in column 12 the following entries shall be substituted, namely : 

Deputation or Absorption 

Civilians working in Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter Service Organisations : 

(a) (i) holding analogous posts on regular basis; or 

(ii) posts in the pay scales of Rs. 3050^590 or equivalent with eight years regular service in the grade; and 

(b) possessing the educational qualifications prescribed for direct recruits under column (8). 

Note 1.—Period of deputation including period of deputation in another ex-cadre post held immediately preceding this 
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appointment in the same or some other organisation or department of the Central Government shall ordinarily 
not to exceed three years. 

^Qte 2.“The maximum age limit for appointment by deputation shall be not exceeding 56 years as on the closing date of 
the receipt of applications.

S.R.O. ll.“ln exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in 
supersession of the Ministry of Defence (avilian Photo Interpretation Officer) Recruitment Rules, 1984, except as 
respects things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, the President hereby makes the following rules 
regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Civilian Photo Interpretation Officer in Air iHeadquarters, Ministry of 
Defence, namely;— 

1. Sihort title and commencement:— (1) TTiese Rules may be called the Ministry of Defence (avilian Photo 
Intrpretation Officer) Group ‘A’ post Recruitment Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. —^'Fhe number of the said post, its classification and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications etc. —^The method of recruitment age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating to said post shall be as specified in columns (5) to (14) of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Disqualification. —^No person,— 

■ (a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for the appointment to the said post: , 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and' the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule- * 

5. Power to relax. —^Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, 
it may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with Union Public Service Commission 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-Servicemen and other Special Categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from titne to time in this regard.

.0. 12.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 3 and 7 of the Works of Defence Act, 1903 (7 of 
1903), the Central Government, being of the opinion that it is necessary and expedient to impose restrictions, upon the 
use and enjoyment of land in the vicinity of the Indian Air Force Stations and Installations, hereby declares that such land 
shall be kept free from buildings and other obstructions and directs that:— 

(a) no building or structure shall be constructed, created or erected or no tree shall be planted on any land 
within the limits of 100 meters from the crest of the outer parapet of Indian Air Force Stations and Installations 
as given in the Annexure ‘A’ to this notification. 

(b) no building or structure shall be constructed, created or erected or no tree shall be planted on any land 
within the limits of 900 meters from the crest of the outer parapet of Indian Air Force Stations and Installations 
as given in the Annexure ‘B’ to this Notification. 

(c) no building or structure shall be constructed, created or erected or no tree shall be planted on any land 
within the limits of 100 meters from the crest of the outer parapet except that the limit of 100 meters will 

* extend to 900 meters from and in line with the boundary of the bomb dump at Indian Air Force Stations and 
Installations as given in the Annexure ‘C’ to this notification. 

(d) The restrictions imposed by the Government of India in the Ministry of Civil Aviation under Section 9A of 
the Aircraft Act, 1934 (22 of 1934), vide its notification number S.O. 988, dated the 5th January, 1988 shall 
continue to be applicable to the Indian Air Force Aerodromes. 

(e) For the purpose of this notification, the Air Officer Commanding or Commanding Officer of the concerned 
Indian Air Force Stations or Installations, as the case may be, shall provide all the relevant Retails including 
land holdings to the Collector for inclusion in the public notice to be given by him under sub-section (2) of 
Section 3 of the Works of Defence Act, 1903 (7 of 1903). 

2. This notification shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette.
